The relationship in general be- 
tween economics and philosophy 
was the subject matter of an ad 
dress by Professor B. J. Klerslcd, 
Bronfman Professor of Economics, 
to the Philosophical Society last 
night in the R.V.C. Common Room, 

Dr. Kierstek looked back to the 
time when the social studies had 
not attained the status of science, 
when they were a part ot philoso- 
phy. The separation of economics 
from philosophy and its being set 
up as a science came about during 
the time of Adam Smith. The 
speaker admitted that it was in 
some respects unfortunate for eco- 
nomics that the separation was 
made. At some Universities, how 
ever, the two studies are still not 
distinguished, he added. 

Economics is often made the tar- 
get of much criticism, he continued, 
but it was not his intention to of- 
fer a defense of the science, because 
it could stand on its own feet. < 

Prof. Kicrstead examined some 
criticisms of economics. In answer 
to the claim that economics is too 
strict, that It docs not allqw for the 
uncertainty that is always present 
in matters so closely woven into 
daily life, the speaker pointed out 
that even In the problems ot the 
market such provisions were made. 

Another criticism that was Inves- 
tigated was the view that econo- 
mics is entirely materialistic in Its 
point of view. By the very nature 
of the scienee,^ncejit.pperatn^^ 
tircly in tlié^matèriài realm— it is 
bound to be malcrialistlcally 
tinged. This does not prevent the 
economist, however, from having 
ends in mind which are fra re- 
moved from materialism. * 

In some cases, the ends are sup- 
plied to the economist and then he 
is asked to provide the best means 
of bringing about these ends. For 
example the government might ask 
an economist to provide means of 
raising more money without affect- 
ing prices. But in many cases, the 
economist is free to, and does, 
choose his own ends —those which 
conform to his ethical principles.

Co- Operative Residence 
Declares $1660 Dividend 

Toronto Students Gain on 
Last Yearns Investments 



Toronto — (C.U.P.) — The 
Campus Co-operative Resi- 
dence, Incorporated, the Resi- 
dence owned and operated by 
100 students at the University 
of .Toronto, has sent out 
cheques totalling $1,660 to its 
last year's members as their 
. dividend on last year's opera- 
tions, the retiring general man* 
ager, Eber Pollard, announced 
rfecently. 

This amounted to a dividend 
of 7.6 per cent; for the Men's 
Unit, which consists of four 
houses and 75 members, and 
14.8 per cent for the Women's 
Unit' with one house and 18 
members. This dividend was 
declared after 20 per cent, of 
the operating surplus was set 
aside for permanent reserve 
and 5 per cent given to the 
educational fund. 



The financial statement, 
copies ot which were distri- 
buted at the general meeting 
Wednesday, showed that the 
co-operative did a business 
amounting to $21,000 during the 
previous fiscal year. The pre- 
sent general manager, Fred 
Turner, IV Comm. and Fin-, 
ance, expects that the business 
done this year will be even 
greater than that of last year. 

The general meeting heard 
reports from the retiring man- 
agers, elected new officers, re- 
vised board rates for the com- 
ing year and set up committees 
to make recommendations re- 
garding the filling of the resi- 
dences during the summer 
months and to study the prob- 
lems of operations for next 
fall. •

Dr. NichoIls Talks on 
Use of Substitutes in War 

A strategic war material Is 
anything which is used for the 
actual manufacture of the wea- 
pons of war or is necessary to 
maintain production for war on 
the home front. Dr.' R. V. V. 
' Nicholls, assistant professor of 
• chemistry at McGUI University, 
said last night in a radio ad- 
dress delivered in connection 
with the McGill National Broad- 
cast series. * 

Speaking on "The Use of 
. iîubstitutes in Science and In- 
dustry," Dr. Nicholls mentioned 
various commodities which had 
had to be replaced by substitutes 
since the war had cut off .our 
regular supply. In some cases it 
had been necessary to devise 
substitutes for the substitutes. 

One ot the most serious short- 
ages caused by the war was that 
of rubber. Dr. Nicholls said.

The Redpath Library is current 
ly featuring a very interesting and 
Informative display. It concerns 
the work which is being carried on 
by the Central Book and Magazine 
Depot whose offices are located in 
the Sun Life Building in Montreal. 

Pictures are shown which illus< 
trate various phases of work at the 
depot, including the sorting, grouP' 
ing, and packaging of books and 
magazines, and preparations for 
their shipment A typical bundle 
of magazines is exhibited as well 
as samples of the various types of 
literature which have proved them- 
selves to be popular with' members 
of the armed forces. 

Prominently displayed . were 
several letters of appreciation de- 
scribing the invaluable recreational 
material which has been provided 
by the cartons distributed to active 
servicemen in England, the Faernes, 
and the Shetland, Orkney, and He- 
brides Islands. There is al$o an 
appeal from Winston Churchill on 
behalf of the men ot the forces who 
are stationed in isolated regions, 
particularly those in the Middle 
East 

Since the beginning of the War 
the Depot has distributed 970,000 
magazines, and 45,000 books to sta- 
tions in the United Kingdom, New- 
foundland, Labrador, Iceland, the 
Middle East and to military hospi- 
tals and training centres in Canada. 
Carefully selected libraries of fifty 
books, each, are assembled, and 
cartons containing the same num- 
ber of magazines, and some games, 
have been sent^ to the Army, the 
Navy, the Air Force, the Ferry 
Conunand, the Merchant Navy and 
to the Women's Divisions of the 
services.

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Arts Are Essential 

Too long and too often liavo liberal arts 
students been accused of uselessness and 
redundance of wartime. While their official 
status remained undefined they were' 
>l^lthreatencd with continual rumours that 
'■^Sî^ffieir faculty would be closed down for the 
duration, that it was an unnecessary luxury 
which the nation coiild not afford in war- 
time. . 

Tlie Canadian Social Science Research 
Council has sought to put an end to this 
way of thinking by placing the issue before 
the Premier himself. He has replied in 
words that should settle the matter once 
. and for all: "I wish to express,' on behalf 
of the government, our recognition of the 
importance to our future as a nation, and 
to the cause for which wc arc fighting, of 
tho maiiitenunce of the liberal tradition of 
education in the humanities." 

In the United States where the govern- 
Imcnt's policy with regard to liberal arts 
Ihas becii far less favourable than in 
Canada, Wendell Willkie said last week in 
a speech at Duke University (and wc quote 
^'î:^ from the Washington Daily) : "The de- 
struction of the tradition of the liberal arts 
^.at this crisis in our history . . . would be a 
^rcrimo comparable, in my opinion, with the 
burning of the books by the Nazis . . . 
Bum your books— or, what amounts to the 
same thing, neglect your books— and you 
will lose freedom as surely as it you were 
to invite Hitler and his henchmen to rule 
over you . . . Tho preservation of our cul- 
tural heritage is not superfluous in a 
^modern civilization . . . It is what we are 
pghting for." 

The universities of Australia, far closer 
to the actualities of war, have been in- 
formed of the position with regard to their 
Arts, Law and Economics courses in a 
' speech made by the Commonwealth Minis- 
ter for War Organization of Industry, re- 
ported in the Union Recorder of Sydney, 
•Australia: 

'■'Let me say at once, with emphasis, 
V -these studies must continue. To the staff 
I say that the Government's view is that 
thcir.^l^jis to remain at their jobs, unless 
. the Government directs otherwise. I know 
>!■ ;that many of them would prefer to join the 
' ■ fighting services, or to undertake what may 
appear more esscnHal work, but their place 
is in the University, maintaining that con- 
. tinuity of cultural studies which is an 
. Àcssential part of what wc are fighting 

' ; "University studies in all courses should 
fcSMitinue because it is good in itself that 
b»' should bo 80. Our ideal sllould be that 
^) of the Chinese, who have kept their uni- 
yersities going in the face of almost unbe' 
,':lievable difficulties, and whose guerilla 
^i|f ighters have even maintained a university 
^^vbéhind the Japanese lines . . . 
f^^^^^; "On behalf of tho Government, I would 
j/^v?;^; say to, the students already enrolled in 
•V thj|o courses: "Stay where you arc unless 
the Government directs otherwise." And 
to new students who may be ! selected: 
''Carry on your courses. You are at the 
university because the Government says 
you should be there, and if circumstances 
; : change so that you can better serve the 
■ nation cIseAvhcrc, you will bç notified . . . 
"The continuity of cultural studies is 
J|;:5,;,an essential activity which must be pro- 
tected ^rgJUithSifflvagcs.^f war." 

Thesefare^tne'views of men actively 
engaged in leading the war effort of .three 
of the Allied Nations. They have no reason 
jk) }>e prejudiced in favor .of .Universi tj; 



Arts courses. Yet their words agree in 
sentiment to a remarkable extent. There 
is no further need for apology from tho 
accused, they have been amply defended 
by witnesses both important and impartial, 
and they arc cleared of blame. 



Political Comment 



THE SOCIALIST "TERROR": 
I read with interest the story ot your cor« 
respondent "Democrat". I consider his article 
to be a very fine attack against Facism but 
not, as was its stated intention, against Social- 
ism. For although he was trying to "clear the 
air about the bogey of Socialism", he defined 
the làtter as that form of government by which 
Germany, Italy and Japan are governed. His 
attack was thus against Fascism. 

I do not propose to attempt a justification 
of Socialism here. I will try to show, howeycr, 
that Fascism and Socialism a.'e diametrically 
opposite by the very nature of the classes 
which they.; propose to benefit I will further 
try to demonstrate that the very term, Na- 
tional-Socialism, is contradictory— that .It is 
in fact a highly concentrated capitalism. 

When GotUried Feder invited Hitler to Join 
an organized gang of riffraff called the Ger> 
man Workers Party, the latter intended to 
make it his '.'open Sesame" to' power. He 
changed the name to the. N.S.D.A.P. (National 
Sozialistische Deutsche Arbcitcr Parte!)— the 
National Socialist German Workers Party 
which was shortened to Nazi. The party was 
at this time openly anti.capitalist and promised 
the ultimate in Marxism to its followers. What 
happened^later Is history. . The party shed all 
lis leftist members and replaced them by those 
on the extreme right— Frick, Schacht, Funk, 
etc. The Nazis still promised Sodalim but this 
was only a tactic to gain votes from a hungry 
and despondent people. Hitler admitted this 
when he said: 

"The German has not the slightest notion 
how a people must be mislead if the adherence 
of the people is sought".

It is tragically evident that tne German peo- 
ple do not rule Germany today. It is true that 
en-masse they are ardently pro-Hitler, but they 
are in an actual and physical sense his slaves. 
There is a small group in Berlin who hold sway 
over the third Reich. These men, not the rep- 
resentatives of the people, are thosé who are 
financially responsible for Hitler's accession to 
power. They arc the industrialists— wealthy 
and powerful; the landowners — the haughty 
Prussian Junker class; and the army chiefs 
without whose support the Nazi party would 
collapse. If you question these statements, I 
would refer you to articles written by the late 
Fritz Thyssen, exiled German industrial lord, 
and to books and statements of one-time arch 
Nazi and friend of Hitler, Otto SUrasser. 

Why, you may ask, did this class support 
one who claimed to be Socialist? The. answer 
is no longer a subject of doubt The Commun 
ists. Socialists^ Social Democrats and others of 
the left had gained great power In Germany 
after the 1918 defeat. NATIONAL-SOCIALISM 
WAS THE WEAPON BY WHICH THE GER- 
MAN RULING CLASS DESTROYED SOCIAL- 
ISM AT WHOSE HANDS THEY STOOD TO 
LOSE ALL. In its place they set up this new 
ruthless super-capitalism by which they have 
prospered. Large German industry, and this 
does not apply to the little middle-class owner, 
has profited by National Socialism. The gradual 
elimination of the German middle class has 
concentrated their wealth Into the hands ot a 
few (CF. "Fascism and Big Business" by Paul 
Gucrin— Carnegie Llbrarj'.) 

Whereas Fascism is primarily concerned 
with the ruling class and its aggrandizement 
by war, threat or what have you, Socialism 
proposes that the prime concern of the state Is 
the common man and that his needs and de 
velopment should be subordinated to nothing.' 
It further proposes that the profit motive ot 
production should be replaced by a production- 
for-u^e system and that the class system of 
society should be replaced by system of gen- 
eral economic equality. I admit that this is 
very sketchy, I am merely trying to point out 
to "Demon-crat" that it Is incorrect to define 
Socialism as Fascism and then to condcm it as 
such. 

I write this with malice towards none— 
Here are simple facts as I see|tbiim7l suggest 
that «s proof ot sincerity "Démontrât" should 
not withhold his name.

A COMPETITION FOR CAflADIAN 
MUSICIANS. 

By Hector Charlesworth' 
Ed. Note:— The /ollowlno orf IcJe was writ 
ten hu one of the /oremost music critics in 
Canada. In it. he mokes clear the importance 
0/ mainlaininp interest in musical composition 
among young Canadians, and praises the great 
ejjorti made by Ihc Canodlan Perjorming Right 
Society, it is expected that detoils o} thU com 
petition tfiill be, released shortly. 

Of the many phases of musical development 
in Canada in recent years prrobably the most 
notable has lieen the impulse toward creative 
work in the form of serious original com- 
position. It is notable because this type of 
musical talent is much less widely diffused 
than ability to sing and play an InstrU' 
ment effectively. While there have always 
been those -who could toss off a jinglinj tune 
for verses especially of a patriotic order, the 
ability to create an effective setting 'for a poem, 
or a technically finished Instnunental com 
position, was, until quite recently, confined to 
professional musicians of long training. In 
contrast there are today liij^«y^i>wt of 
Canada young composers whose naii^ inspira 
tlon for creative music is unquestionable. 

Undoubtedly this awakening has been due 
to the annual competition for Canadian com- 
posers under . 33, Inaiigurated early in 1036 by 
the Canadian Performing Right Society.. The 
plan was originally conceived late in 1937 by 
Heugir X. Jamcsoo, ^.al^eat of tba Socleiiyj 



who had come to the conclusion that there was 
in this country latent talent awaiting such a 
stimulus. In his initiative it was decided -to 
make a lubttantial major award ot a scholar- 
ià>ip at the Toronto Conservatory of Music 
(value |7S0) with three additional cash awards 
of $S0 each, open to native born musicians 
under 32, at the date for close of entries, now 
established as March Ist each year. 

The first competition was experimental; it 
no talent of importance had been imcovered 
the plan would have ended then and there. But 
the results more than justified the President's 
optl mlmyM dUit wai..dacM«d4 to make the 
evènt^niiaï?" With eac(r^ïw*eompetition, of 
which five have already been held, and a sixth 
is impending, the quality of work submitted 
has Improved. From the outset the findings 
have been in charge of the same Board of 
Adjudicators, which ensures continuity of the 
purpose. Theyj^e^Sir Ernest MacMUlan,. most 
eminent ot^^Canadian symphonic and choral 
conductors; Prof. Leo Smith of the University 
of Toronto.; Godfrey Hewitt, P.R.C.O., Christ 
Church Cathedral, Ottawa; Capt J. J, Gagnler, 
Mus. Doc., Montreal, eminent French Canadian 
musician; Hecton Charlesworth, miuical com- 
mentator; and Henry. :T.: Jameson, Praldent ot 
the Society. These gentlemen have noted not 
only splendid improvement in quality among 
manuscripts averaging between 70 and 80 
annually submitted; but a diffiulon ot promis- 
ing talent among the provinces of Canada. Tho 
list ot scholarship winners speaks for itself; 
193B Eldon. Rathbum, St. John, N.B.; 1830 
Lawrence Goddwill, Vancouver, B.C.; 104O 
Phyllis Gununcr, Kingston, Ont.; 1911 William 
Keith Rogers, Charlottetown, Prince Edward 
Island; 1042 Robert Fleming, Saskatoon, Sask. 
Among the winners ot the- cash awards the 
same geographical diversity hu prevailed, and 
the majority have continued composition' in 
various fields. 

An important recent development has been 
a junior competition providing cash prizes for 
contestants under 16. In fact the Junior element 
asserted itself In the very tint adjudication^ In 
1038. A manuscript was stibmlttcid ab\rffliusiy 
by a child, which while not eligible for an 
award, revealed such promise that the Society 
decided to give a special prize, When the name 
of the child was aKertained, it was found that 
he was not a city youngster as the judges had 
assumed but an eleven-year-old French boy in 
the remote Itmibering village of St George de 
Beauce, Quebec. His success attracted wide- 
spread attention In the press of Canada and 
the United States. He is Aow, at sixteen a 
student in Philadelphia, and his original com 
positions have been played by adult societies 
in Quebec, Montreal and TOrontoi Since the 
junior comptitition was inaugurated In 1941 one 
or tv/p prizes have gone to small villages, proof 
that original talent is not necessarily confined 
to urban children. 

A singular drciunstance is that the com' 
petitions have apparently been unaffected by 
the present war. Since the conflict began the 
adjudicators have examined at least 350 manU' 
scripts, and practically no songs or instnmiental 
pieces bore any relation to war. Each senior 
contestant is required to subplt à siitting ot a 
sohgiïiiwtll as an,initnïiM«lé^9lece,>àn the

NAZI PROPAGANDA TACTICS 
EXPOSED 

The Clinic has warned against 
stories which assair the finances 
and securities ot Canada and show- 
ed how similar tactics, carried on 
by Nazi agents in Czechoslovakia 
prior to the invasion of that coun- 
try, created serious damage and un- 
rest We have learned that a cam- 
poign, analogous to the "whispering 
propaganda" between the inhabi- 
tants of Slovakia and the German 
speaking people in Sudeten, began 
In France in 1S38, principally 
among the inhabitants of Alsace, 
but this time instead ot attacking 
the finances of the country it was 
aimed at different races and classes. 

At the time of the 'Munich crisis', 
Nazi propagandists started the slo* 
gan: "We will not die tor the 
Czechs" and later. Just before the 
war:: "We wiU not die for tho 
Poles". 

After the outbreak of war, the 
same propagandists circulated 
among workers the slogan: "TMa is 
capiUIistie war." .A UtUe latier, 
it was changed to: "England will 
fight to the last Frenchman" and 
here it Is interesting to note that, 
during the first six months ot the 
war, this was broadcast by the Ger- 
mans without Interruption through 
loudspeakers along the Vrholc Mag- 
inbt Line. Those who were actually 
at the front stated that loudspeak- 
ers were placed a short distance 
from the first French line, and in 
some places were only 100 yards 
distant from one another. Tiie pro 
gram was entirely propaganda, bo 
ginning and ending with: "England 
wiU tight tUl the .lut Frenchman" 
and French songs and music. It 
contained no word against France 
or the French people, only against 
the Government and military heads. 

Propaganda, circulaoted amongst 
the population of Alsace, grew after 
the evacuation of the frontier zones 
The refugees were told: "Only Al- 
sace will be destroyed by the war." 
Simultaneously, the French inhabi' 
tanis who were to accept the ret 
ugees, heard: "All Alsatians are 
traitors." At the end ot 1030, a 
campaign of defeatist propaganda 
commenced and was unified In the 
phrase: "This is a strange war, 
French soldiers, coming from the 
front on Christmas leave, were con- 
taminated by propaganda about the 
high' wages of ''Special Appoin- 
tees" and certain French newspa- 
pers also joined In this discussion 
for the purpose of creating mis- 
trust of the. Government and tho 
military chleti^^; 

All this priopa'ganda was directed 
by the Germans. Many papers which 
before the war wrote articles 
against the help to Csechosiovakia 
and Poland (Gringoire, Figaro, Ac 
tlon Française, etc.) bave been 
proved lo have been in the pay of 
the Germans. The organisation of 
Croix de Feu (Col. de La Rogue) 
received payments from the Ger- 
mans. Mr. Abels, the chief of the 
German propaganda and who is to- 
day German Ambassador in Paris, 
was confirmed to have had the 
elosHt connection with Count de 
Brlnon, who subsequently became 
French representative In occupied 
France. 

We know that the same type of 
propoganda, so effectively tised- to 
disrupt the countries ot Europe, is 
being employed by the Axis in their 
attempt to break down the unity 
and morale of the United Nations. 

A study ot Axis short wave pro 
grams broadcast to England, . the 
United_States and Canada, furnishes 
ntmieroiis examples of wedge-driv< 
ing lies intended to undermine our 
war effort For example, Geniiany 
broadcast to England: "Churchill 
has not yet realized that the. United 
Statu is resolved to fight to the last 
Tommy," and. a few days,. later— to 
the United States: "Engiand':'has 
taken the cream of the American 
youth while she keeps her own 
troops at home out of harm's way." 
On another occasion, Berlin radio 
broadcut to the United Stales: 
"Britain wiU stay iif this war to the 
last American," and the very next 
day, the same radio station in Ber- 
lin broadcast to England; "The 
United States will stay in this war 
to the lut Englishman." These are 
but two examples of the innumar- 
abla falsehoods ..which tha , Axis 
spreads by radio, by agenls, by 
sympathizers in their tireless effort 
to create doubt and confusion In 
our hearts and minds. Some day 
they will wake up to the realiza- 
tion that Canadians and friends ot 
Canada are no .longer fooled by 
these hoary old-timers. It is up to 
ti8 to be eoastantly on guard against 
every phony story which directly or 
indirectly seeks to belittle our stal- 
wart Allies.

We have frequenUy^^.exposed 
stories alleging exUa^Sgtnee in our 
war expendituru. Now we^get one, 
inferring that we are economizing 
at the expense of our soldiers, wtiich 
the facts reveal to be just u far 
from the truth.

ordered fifty thousand pairs of skis 
of inferior quality— presumably A.o 
be used by our troops for the in- 
vasion of some northern country." 

FACT: The Department of Muni- 
tions and Supply reports that no or^ 
der hu been placed, since the be- 
ginning ot the war for fifty thous- 
and pairs ot skis. Total purchues 
fall far short of this number, but 
the actual figure cannot be dis- 
closed. The skis are purchased on 
cômpetICIve basis from reputable 
Canadlan^manufacturers, and must 
conform^ to 11 sealed sample submit- 
ted by the Department of National 
Defence. All skis must be approved 
by Inspectors of the United King- 
dom and Canada Inspection Board 
before acceptance and there Is no 
possibility that any skis of inferior 
quality could reach the armed 
forces." 

RUMOR: "On or after January 
1st 1043, the Baby and Children 
Nursns will not be allowed to prac- 
tice their profession due to Mort- 
age ot labour, but will have to go- 
into compulsory war work." 

FACT: National Selective Service, 
Ottawa, states: 

'^is is absolutely untrue, 
There will be no Interference 
with these nurses practicing 
their profession. They will not 
be forced Into war work. We 
have a special section which is 
dealing with the problems of 
hospitals and shortage of nurses, 
but there will be no compul- 
sion on nurses to go Into war 
work."

The Clinic has often exposed 
false stories alleging sabotage at 
the Royal Air Force Ferry Com- 
mand Airport at Dorval, 

One such story came to our at- 
tention recently and thanks to one 
of our . rumor reporters, we were 
able to trace it 'to its source. The 
party responsible for this rtunor, 
when confronted with his own 
words by the Security Of^cer of 
the RA.F.F.C., admitted his foUy 
in a signed statement, in which tho 
following appears: "I was foolish 
enough to repeat something I did 
know not to be true. I do hope and 
trust you will forgive this, as I 
assure you that I will make amends 
to the future. I will only be too glad 
to help and assist in stopphig ru- 
mors of this kind; I will promise 
to aid in every' way and will not 
repeat this kind of thing again."

In the new sports epic "Gentleman Jim," currently appearing at 
the Capitol Theabre, one feature atands out through all the glamour 
that was associated with the life ot the great boxer, Jim Corbett 
that is portrayed on the acreen. There Is a great number of closeups 
of Corbett's footwork during the sietual^ghtlng Kenes, and' there 
is great emphasis placed on his ''elusiveness. In the memorable 
champIonBhip bout with John L. Sullivan, where the latter is shown 
continually tying himself in knots, as the challenger got out of the 
way ot his famous haymaker punches. This Is a vivid example of 
the power ot novelty in the sports world. Here is a man, considerably 
lighter than every one ot his opponents, whose invasion of the box- 
ing world was Komed by the âtrbng men of his day, who managed 
to Uke the measure of his opponents by merely Iteeping out of their 
way, until an opening presented itself. This was certainly a great 
change from the established methods of the time, as all the fights 
were completely devoid of science, and eepedally In the early days 
when boxing was an Illegal pasthne, were nothing but slugfests 
between two ot the biggest men that could be found. 

.♦ ■ 

For an analogy in the current fistic circles, one has only to look 
back a' couple of years to the heyday of Hammering Henry Arm- 
strong, who brought the boxing world to its feet with his introduc- 
tion of perpetual motion fighting. He, like Corbett, was light and 
fast, and having won the title in his own bantamweight class, was 
net long in taking over the light, and welterweight titles, to become 
the first triple kinc In history. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

In most cases, the novelty wears off pretty quickly, and becomes 
universal property. The forward pass in football, is one of the best 
examples of the novelty wearing off. It first came to public atten- 
tion when tbeimmortal Knute Rockne and Gus Dorais, worked a 
combination that Jumped a small insignificant college, called Notre 
Dame^ at^South Bend, Indiana, from obscurity, to national supremacy 
in the footbiii world. Now the forward pass has. been adopted by 
every team in existence, and is as much an integral part of the 
game as the ball itself, but for the short space ot time when it was 
introduced, it aerevd to upset the football applecart 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

The case came much closer to home about ten years ago, when 
the M.AAA. Winged Wheelers started the fad of importing Ameri- 
can football stars. They engaged Warren Stevens, who is now 
athletics director at tha-Universlty of Toronto, to pass them forward 
to the Dominion chaniplonship without suffering a single defeat 
The new weapon caught the other clubs by surprise, and the Mont- 
realers enjoyed invincibility for one season, , although it yna not long 
before the play became unlversal,^and the Montireal team' resumed 
its place as Justîânotbei^teu^

RUMOR: "Why should we be so 
careful to be thrifty and save food 
when it is thrown away in the 
Navy. Food is being thrown over^ 
board on ships at Halifax, and out 
of Halifax. This is not "left overs" 
but perfectly good food thrown 
away each week, or month, to make 
room for a regular ration." 

FACT: "Department of National 
Defence, Naval Services; "No regu- 
lar ration of food is Issued to any 
ship in the Royal Canadlani Navy. 
A ship is "provisioned" from a 
Central Depot at Halifax and other 
bases for the period of time it is 
expected the ship will be absent 
from a provisional base, plus a 
small percentage to cover emer- 
gencies, changes in destination, etc 

"Accounts are kept of dally bal- 
ances. Provisions on hand checked 
when estimating future require- 
ments. At regular intervals a special 
officer goes aboard ahlps; . musters 
stock on hand; examines accounts.

Cofff^HUjc'^. and 
Oranges were chosen for' a reduc- 
tion because they are . commodities 
used in nearly every household. 
Abo, they are commodities which 
did not present Insuperable difficul- 
ties for an Inunedlate reduction in 
price, as would have' been the case 
with, beef or many^esh fruits and 
vegetables.
